7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter^sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1,11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Prevot et al *550. 

Prevot et al teach a hot fillable container in which the body may include various 
shapes including rectangular as claimed. The upper body is considered to be 
defined by the portion 22a down to the top of 30 and includes a center of gravity 
Cg. The lower body is considered to be that portion from 30 to the bottom at 14 
and includes at least one vacuum panel at 26. Member 24 is the non deformable 
grip with the rib being defined by 24b. 

9. Claims 2-6, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the reference as applied to claims 1 and 11 above, and further in 
view of Bourque et al WO '146. 

The particular dimensional relations claimed are considered to be obvious in view 
of those suggested by Bourque et al for a rectangular hot fill bottle with a grip at 
the center of gravity and at least on vacuum panel in the lower portion. 
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10. Claims 7-10 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1 and 1 1 above, and further in 
view of Kelley '046. 

11. As mentioned in the paragraph above the dimensional relationships are 
considered to be suggested by Kelley and would therefore have been obvious.
